Infinence of ihe United Sintes—The Re-
pablican Ouihrenk at Cadiz-Robbery
and Punishment.

A Oudiz correspondent (Dee, 108 writes:—

As I have described 10 you in former letters,
the Government troops were badly beaten by
the republican forces. The Government first
showed the white feather and offered condi-
tions, whickh the insurgents would not have
eopsidered bad not the foreign consuls inter-
feied to prevent further bloodshid, These

couditions are that the republicane glve up the ¥
arms and that all the reinforcoments of Qovern =
ment troops be seut nway from Cadiz, The
republicans have sgroed to these terms, which
have boen seut on to Madrld for spproval. We
are pow awaltive a renlw  whien will dgoL
less be fu the afirmative, and the Inanrgonts
will then surrender tholr arms to the United
States Consul,

All the copsule have signed the official copy
ot the conditions us witnesses, and have ngreed
to remaln In Cadiz ontil the dectsion of the
Government I8 unnounced, To fact, the insnr
geuts would not allow them to leave, raring
that the city would he st once bombarded by the
ship« of war In the hurbor A\ the consuls retired.
No United Sthies vossel is here, buat the Swatars
in expecied. Every «bip in the bay—mostly
Danlsh  aud Ttatian-is  filled with people,
Thousands are Hielng across the bay. Thirty
thon=nud citizens huve mansged to escape by
one means and arothier, but the 1nsargents o
declare that wo more shall leave except by
walcr,  Four Governwent iron-cluds griwly
puard the bay, |

Every prineipal street in Oadiz is barricaled,
Flve hundred and s xly osrricades are fluished
ol In process of erevtico and they arsall com
poted of rquare blocks ol stone wnd nre ik
formidable,  There are 500 woundel .+ hatis
tactions ju the Cily Ho =00 and 100 wonoded
solaters iii the Costom Tlouses Thiy ahows that
the fphtiog in by ctroeld Bas been no ehild's
play.  Lhe iromts of the houses sre riddled with
vullete, and the merke of caonon balls have
pitted the City Holl as with ap architectaral
stoallspox, The City Hallis the headquariers
of the fururgents, nnd was d‘-lor'uhu'-ﬂlj at-
tacked, but In vain, The insurgents drove the
troops buck to the Cuslom House at the point of
the bayore!, with heavy loss,

The meurgents are confident and calm. 11 the
Madrid avthorities consent to their terms, well
and good; i not, they will fight It out, The tri
color waves over all 1he princlpal poblie build
Ings, except the Custom House, which displuss
#white finy, as it l= ueed for m bospital, The
repoblicans fght under the wel-color,. Tuere is
po Government flag in the city. The repablicans
laughivgly declare 1hat the Goverument has no
flag, vow that it has lost its Bourbon petifeoal.
In the centre of the city Lhe American ensiyu is
proud!y floating.

Hundreds of families fre ready to leave, but
are determived to stay vntil the American Coa
sul withdraws, haviug full faith in big promises
of wvrotection., Eugiish, Prassianops, Chilians,
and Spanjards ail ru<h to the American Consa-
late lor eafety, alihoogh the firing has now coms
Pm-ly ceased, The insurgent lenders walk
